Growth, especially in the 
United States and West 
Germany, is expected to rise 
for next 18 months and 
inflation is expected to fall. 
Britain wil share in the 
world boom, but the OCED 
forecasts only a slow recov- 
ery which it says wıll faker 
by the middle of next year. 


The confidential forecasts, 
which are still provisional, 
will be discussed by’ top 
economic officials from the 
OCED countries at a meetin 
in Paris next week. they Wi 
give a brighter than expected 
background to the meeting of 
OCED ministers scheduled 
for next month and the world 
economic summit set 
Versailles in France in early 
June. 


The big question mark 
hanging over the forecaxls is 
whether high interest rates m 
the United States will block 
the recovery. The OECD 
hopes that a packagze can he 
worked out in Washingatrin to 
allow lower interest ritës. 
The forecast says lhat ùuiter 
falling sharply in the forst 
half of this Year, the United 
States’ output shvuuld risu at 
an annual rate of 2.1 per cenl 
in the second half fo ihis 
year, 2.5 per cent in the first 
half of 1983, ard 3.7 per vent 
on the second half of nit:.l 
year.

Australia may be recogrised on 
the international plane as. an 
independent sovereign state. The 
an Government may re- 
gard the status of the Australian 
community, vis-a-vis Britain, as 
defined in the Balfour Declar- 
ation of 1926. The Parliament of 
the Commonwealth of Australia 
may have granted itself legislat- 
ive independence with the adop- 
ton in 1942 of the Statute of 
Westminster. But it is the 
subsisting residual constitutional 
links between the Australian 
states and Britain that compro- 
mise Australian independence. 


These bonds are several. State 


liaments are subordinate to 


ritish legislation which still 


applies as part of the law of the. 


states. British ministers play a 
role in formal advice to the 
Crown on state matters, includ- 
ing the appointment and removal 
of state governors. The Crown 
yetains power to disallow state 
Acts. And appeals to. the Privy 
Council from state supreme 
courts on state matters, including 
the common law, still lie. 

This last bond is the most 
anachronistic. Appeals from the 
High „Court of Australia were 
effectively abolished in 1975. In 
1977 the court unaminously 
decided it would no longer rega 
itself as bound by the decisions 
of the Privy Council. 


Whar ıs thıs to the British? The J 


attitude of successive British 
governments has been’to regard 
these as constitutionai problems 


developed in the courwroom. It is 
neither privy to, nor does it have 
any way to elicit, much additional 
detail and clarification which, 
while ‘nort presented during the 
trial, might possibly help it to 
arrive at a more conclusion. 

Maybe what the system needs 
is modifîcation to allow for the 
jury to recess and — through anı 
impartial legal counsellor, and 
with due direction from the judge
